Discovery of deposits of iron ochre ' 
estimated at 50,000 tons has been 
made near Makwai Lake, Saskatch-! 
ewan, by William O. Neal, of Ker-| 
robert, who has staked claims under;

tions. 

Makwai Lake is almost due north j 
of St. Walburg, the end of the steel! 
on the Canadian National Railways. 
It can be reached by automobile over 
rough trails. The ochre deposits 
were found Just south of the south¬ 
east arm of the Makwai Lake and a 
rough estimate suggests that some-' 
thing like 50,000 tons of rich red iron 
ochre, varying in depth from three J 
to five feet, are available. 

Iron ochre has' many uses. It is 1 
used extensively in the manufacture 
of paint, for coloring floors, for col -' 
Soring sand lime brick, as a filler in 
the manufacture of rubber goods,! 
| paper, oilcloth, for coloring match I 
j heads and for coloring stucco. 

I Both the quality and quantity of 
| the iron ochre deposits discovered at 
I Makwai Lake are stated to warrant 
commercial development. Samples 
are now being tested for the Depart-1 
| ment of Railways, Labor and Indus- j 
tries to determine the various proper¬ 
ties of the ochre.

Newspaper Finances 

There are many citizens who ex¬ 
pect to pay their grocer or thair 
butcher every month, but they 
think that a newspaper subset iption 
bill can be paid any old time'Some 
of them will let it run for years, if 
the publisher does not cut it off. 
And if it is cut off they get huffy, 
and declare they will never take 
the paper again They feel indig 
nant because doubt has been thrown 
on their credit They should re 
fleet that the publisher gets no good 
out of their credit. What he needs, 
to pay hia help and settle his paper 
bills, etc , is cash, and nothing will 
take the place of the same. 

This irregularity of income is the 
curse of many newspapers that 
would be in a thriving condition if 
they could depend on the same" 
payments that the dry goods man 
and the'shoe store can look to. 

It takes a lot of time and effort 
to collect all these little bills It 
usually costs more than the bill is 
worth, .to collect an overdue sub¬ 
scription account. If those accounts 
could be promptly paid, th^news- 
paper people could use the more 
regular income in creating r.ew 
features for their paper, adding to 
its usefulness and interest, and 
making it constantly a greater 
credit to the city of which it is an 
exponent. 

The individual citizen often says 
that he would like to do something 
for his home town, but he has no 
particular gift for any form of pub- 
lio work, so does not know when 
and where to begin. ffere is one 
way in which he can begin rigid 
now. Let h>m see if his subscrip¬ 
tion is overdue. If it is, let him 
walk up to the office and settle, and 
take pride in doing so, realizing 
‘that when he performs that simple 
little act of justice and good bus¬ 
iness, he is helping an agency that 
works everv day for his hometown, 
to avoid needless burdens and ex¬ 
pense —Cranbrook Courier 
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Why Are ‘Duds ? 

Every high school has its quoto 
of ao-called “duds” pupils who do 
not measure up to the standard set 
for high school accomplishment. 
In most cases or.e or two causes 
seem* to be active; either the stu¬ 
dent is not interested in the sort of 
work that the high school offers 
him, or he locks the necessary men¬ 
tal equipment. It is not often 
that a pupil is found who is consti¬ 
tutionally lazy; many children who 
appear to be lazy could be induced 
to work if the right stimulus were 
found or if they were given woik 
that they had the ability to do. 

It is folly for th* teacher to tell 
an uninterested or incapable child 
that he is a “worthless good-for- 
nothing”; usually it is not true. 
On the other hand it is uneconom* 
ical administration for school boards 
to allow the schools to be cluttered 
up with uninterested and incapable 
children. And parents who insist 
on such children “getting an edu¬ 
cation” very often have a mistaken 
idea of the meaning of the word 
education. 

The trouble at the present time 
seems to lie; not so much in the 
lack of facilities for training child¬ 
ren who will not or can not do jus¬ 
tice to academic instruction, ns in 
the lack of facilities for advising 
pupils as the type of training suit¬ 
able to their needs and capabilities. 

With a view to giving trials in 
Alberta to the ways in which child¬ 
ren are given vocational advice in 
the principal Canadian centres of 
education, and as a preliminary to 
a more vigorous campaign for Vo¬ 
cational Guidance in schools, the 
Research Committee of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Alliance has undertaken 
to devote considerable attention to 
se<uringinformation. D.L Short- 
liffe, M. A., of Edmonton is the 
chairman of the sub-committee of 
Vocational Guidance.

Train is Hauled by C.P.R. 

Comprised 135 Cars Loaded Will i 
| Weyburn Area Wheat- Train 
1 Over a Mile Long | 

| Employees of the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic R&ilwav, established a new world 
record Sunday morning, September 
30, when they operated over the 
company’s line betwten Stoughton 
and Areola, Kishey sub division, 
the longest and heaviest trainload 
of grain that lias ever been hauled 
over any railway in the world, 
j The train comprised 135 cais 
loaded with Saskatchewan wheat, 
the engine the ordinary standard 
freight train engine, water tank 
and caboose. The officiul weight of 
'the train was 8725 tons. The total 
amount of wheat carried was 202,- 
'500 bjurheTsTbir the produce of 10,- 
000facreg_ofpflairie land at an av- 
eragfe y ieldoR20 bushels to theacre. 

When tht^engine readied the 
switch at Areola the train waggled 
its tail beyond the mile hoard, for 
the over-all length of the train was i 
more than a mile. It is the first 
loaded grain train more than a 
mile in length to have been oper¬ 
ated anywhere and in addition to 
being tiie world’s record grain train 
it is probably the record freight 
train for any class of merchandise
